When is a wind farm not just 
a wind farm? 


The debate over the proposal to create an energy- 
producing wind farm in Nantucket Sound has 
engaged the attention of most New Englanders 
and no doubt others throughout the country. 
Wind farms are not a new idea but they are ideas 
that often attract sharp opposition or enthusiastic 
support. 


The BSA, led by a group of young designers who 
constitute a competition steering committee co- 
chaired by Kathy Wislocky and Marcell Greff, 
LEED AP, is sponsoring a competition designed to 
address questions such as these — Can a wind farm 
be more than just a utility to generate electricity? 
Could a grid of off-shore wind turbines also be 

a park? a sculpture garden? a sailing/watersports 
venue? a tourist destination? a center for scientific 
research? Can a wind farm be part of a place to 
educate the community about the impact of wind 
energy on the environment? 


The intent of this competition is not to resolve the 
debate over the appropriateness of the proposed 
wind farm but to use the debate to explore the 
notion of renewable energy and to better understand 
the environmental, visual and other implications 

of the infrastructure of a wind farm. This focus on 
wind farms may be particularly timely as similar 
proposals are being considered, with far less fanfare, 
for at least two sites in western Massachusetts.

“The Stone You Kick Aside” — 
a new exhibit 


Boston geologist/photographer Scott Nagel has 
installed “The Stone You Kick Aside”, an exhibit 
of photographs illustrating rock sample analyses, in 
The Architects Building gallery where it will remain 
through June 10. 


At first glance, Nagel’s large photographs appear to 
be colorful, patterned abstractions...but they are 
actually photographs of rock slices magnified 40 
times and photographed though a microscope. As 

if viewing rock samples from an ant's perspective, 
viewers are treated to surprisingly delightful 
observations of tiny 3.15mm x 2.15mm samples 
(about the size of the lead in a #2 pencil). The 
brilliant colors of the photographs are not artificially 


enhanced but are as they appear when viewed under 
polarized light. 


Nagel’s work involves examining samples of rock 
in projects all over the world. Wherever he goes, 
he collects rocks. The result, after 30 years of 

field geology, is an extensive collection of rock 
samples. The photographs in this exhibit represent 
a geological journey from Indonesia, Canada, New 
York and to our backyard in Milton.

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Is New England in the lead on global warming? 


Many public interest and environmental groups 
recently praised Massachusetts for its Climate 
Protection Plan developed to express the state's 
commitment to reducing greenhouse gas emissions 
to 1990 levels by 2010 and 10% below 1990 levels 
by 2020. 


However, a careful review of the document reveals 
that the plan will fail to meet its targets on emissions 
because it is primarily voluntary, has no teeth, and 
barely addresses the region's largest polluter — the 
building industry. 


The Massachusetts plan is reminiscent of the 1992 
UN Framework Convention on Climate Change, 
which the U.S. ratified. That initiative called for 
voluntarily reducing greenhouse gas emissions to 
1990 levels by the year 2000. From 1992 to 2000, 
voluntary reductions failed miserably and U.S. 
carbon dioxide emissions increased by a whopping 
16.8%. In New England, carbon dioxide emissions 
continue to increase annually. 


A recent story in The Boston Globe reported 

that emissions appear to be growing “because 
people are driving more and using bigger, less 
fuel-efficient vehicles that emit more of the gas”. 
Environmentalists contend that the region's 
attempts at reductions “are bumping into a federal 
government that is deeply reluctant to reduce these 
gases”. What has New England failed to recognize? 
For the past decade, we have been blaming gas- 
guzzling SUVs and the federal government for lack 
of progress on emissions reductions. While it is 

true that the automotive industry has been grossly 
negligent by failing to increase the gas mileage of its 
fleet, and the federal government has been arguably 
deceptive and supportive of polluting industries and 
relaxed emissions standards, they are not holding 
back Massachusetts, New England, or any other 
state or region from realizing significant reductions 
in emissions. 


The enemy is us? 

What is holding them back is a fundamental lack 
of recognition and understanding of the key sector 
causing New England’s emissions to rise. Buildings, 
their construction and operation, accounted for 
approximately 75% of the increase in energy con- 
sumption and greenhouse gas emissions in New 
England from 2001 to 2003, according to Energy 
Information Administration statistics. Transpor- 
tation was responsible for 15% and industry 

for 10%. While there are many worthy parts to 
the Massachusetts Plan, it falls critically short in 
addressing the area of greatest concern. 


The section of the plan that refers to buildings 
points out that “energy use in government buildings 
accounts for over 90% of state government's 
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GHG emissions” and that the state will “consider 
seeking U.S. Green Building Council LEED TM 
certification for each appropriate [state building] 

construction project.” There are three elements of 
this statement that are worrisome. First, the word 


‘consider’ is not very assertive. Second, acquiring 


a LEED TM certification hardly ensures that a 

state building will use significantly less fossil-fuel 
energy in its construction and operation than a 
conventionally designed building because there are 
many levels of certification and the minimum LEED 
TM standard for building energy consumption 

is not much different from that required by local 
building codes currently. Finally, state government 
building construction is only a small fraction of the 
building that takes place in Massachusetts annually. 
For all its good intentions and initiatives, the bottom 
line is that under its own plan, Massachusetts will 
do very little to curb its emissions and realize its 
commitments. 


The economics of oil 

In this country, buildings and their construction 
account for nearly half of the greenhouse gas 
emitted and energy consumed each year. Globally, 
the percentage is even greater. Confronting the 
design and construction sector is the key to turning 
down the global thermostat. The reason for this is 
simple — U.S. industrial sector emissions are not 
increasing much annually. If a recent Swedish study 
is correct and global oil reserves are significantly 
over-estimated, then the transportation sector will 
stabilize in the near future. The economics of oil 
will dictate this and, by using existing efficient 
technologies, the transportation sector can transform 
itself quite rapidly as the entire fleet of automobiles 
and light-duty trucks in this country turns over 
about every 12 years. That leaves the building sector 
and, once built, buildings have a lifetime and energy- 
consumption pattern that lasts for 50 to 100 years. 
And this sector's consumption of energy is mainly in 
the form of burning oil, natural gas and coal — and 
therein lies the problem. 


U.S. oil and gas production has been in decline since 
the 1970s and global oil and natural gas reserves are 
limited. Most of these remaining reserves are located 
in a small area stretching from Saudi Arabia to 
Siberia, currently an unstable part of the world. 


The building sector is poised to boom and fuel 

the world’s rush toward climate change on the 
backs of coal. The U.S., Russia, China, Australia, 
and India have plenty of it and it is cheap — and 
dirty. Clean coal technology is decades away — as 
is carbon dioxide sequestering and disposal — and 
it is costly. A decade or two of business-as-usual in 
the architecture sector will develop such inertia that 
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we may just throw up our hands and live with the 
consequences. 


Dramatic energy-use reductions 

To achieve dramatic statewide reductions in energy 
use and emissions, government at all levels must 
require that all major public renovation and new 
building projects be designed to use half the 

energy they now typically consume. If the LEED 
TM standard is adopted by government, then the 
minimum requirement for building certification 
must be a 50% reduction in fossil-fuel consumption. 
When these standards are in place, local building 
codes for all housing developments and commercial, 
institutional, and multi-family buildings can be 
changed to the standard that will be in place for all 
government buildings. Coupled with this transition 
in the public sector, there must be a similar com- 
mitment from professional architecture schools to 
teach design that engages the environment in a way 
that significantly reduces the need for fossil fuels. 


We know that buildings can be designed to operate 
with less than half the fossil-fuel energy of the 
average building in the area at no additional cost. 
The design information needed to accomplish this 
was developed in the 1970s and 1980s along with 
demonstration projects built at that time. Since 
them, many buildings of all types and in all regions 
have been designed and constructed with energy 
consumption and carbon dioxide emissions of 50— 
75% below the U.S. average, further illustrating that 
this magnitude of reductions is readily attainable. 


To meet the commitments it made in 1991, 
Massachusetts (and New England) must not only 
revise its approach to the design and renovation of 
state buildings but it must quickly convince local 
governments, the business community and the 
region's professional architecture schools to do so 
as well.

Kevin Neary, Internship Services 
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Licensing agency gains 
enhanced enforcement power 


On December 30, 2004, a new Massachusetts law 
provided professional licensing boards in the state 
— including the Board of Registration of Architects 

— with an enriched quiver of enforcement powers 
designed “to protect consumers and to help 
provide a level playing field for the vast majority of 
licensed professionals who honor the rules of their 
profession”. 


By giving the state licensing boards better tools to 
address violations of professional standards, breaches 
of ethics and unlicensed practice, the new law seeks 
to ensure greater consumer protection and serious 
consequences for those who attempt to practice 
without a license or with disregard for the law. 


Specifically, the law increases the current penalties 
for practicing without a license and grants licensing 
boards the authority to investigate and prosecute 
those who practice without ever getting the required 
license, those who practice while their license is 
expired, and those who continue to practice after 
their license is suspended or revoked. In addition, 
the licensing boards now have the power to assess 
fines for professional misconduct by licensed 
professionals. For more information, visit the 
Massachusetts Division of Professional Licensure’s 
website, www.mass.gov/dpl. 


Are you in compliance? 


The Massachusetts Board of Registration of 
Architects (MBRA) is nearing completion of its 
FY2005 audit process to confirm architects’ com- 
pliance with the continuing-education requirement 
that is now part of the annual license-renewal 
process. Based on the AIA Continuing Education 
System, last year was the first year Massachusetts 
required continuing-education credit (12 credit units 
of which 8 must be HSW as designated by the AIA). 


The MBRA determined that it would audit 10% 
of the licensed architects in Massachusetts (and all 
of the members of the MBRA). Of approximately 
6,100 licensed individuals, 614 were audited and 
110 of those did not submit appropriate evidence 
of having met the state’s continuing-education 
requirement. Notices were sent to those 110 and 
54 then met the requirement and received their 
2005 licenses. The remaining 56 who lost their 
privilege to practice architecture in Massachusetts in 
September 2004 remain unlicensed today. 


The results of this audit suggest that there are 
additional architects licensed in Massachusetts who 
may not have met the state’s continuing-education 


requirement. This month, the MBRA will be 


determining the number of licensed architects to be 
audited during the coming renewal cycle. 


All licensed architects are reminded of the ease of 
earning their continuing-education credits through 
hundreds of professional-development providers/ 
opportunities including NCARB monographs, the 
large number of commercial providers of educa- 
tional programming, and closer to home the 
extensive array of free learning opportunities hosted 
by scores of BSA committees and networks as well 
as larger programs such as Build Boston and the 
BSA’s Residential Design conference inaugurated 
last month.

Maurice Childs FAIA 


Maurice Childs FAIA, co-founder of 
CBT, died in March at 72. He had 
recently created and supported a 
network of cancer survivors until he 
himself died of prostate cancer. Childs 
graduated from Amherst College in 
1954 and after a stint in the army 
earned his master’s degree in 
architecture at MIT. He then worked as 
an architect in Denmark for a year 
before returning to work for Sasaki 
Associates in Watertown where he met 
Charles Tseckares FAIA and Richard 
Bertman FAIA, his long-time partners. 
Childs was the principal architect of the 
renovation of the John Adams 
Courthouse in Pemberton Square; his 
other projects included the Montshire 
Museum of Science in Vermont, Tufts’ 
Aidekman Arts Center, and the 
Niketown building on Newbury Street 
in Boston's Back Bay as well as many 
assisted-living centers in Boston and, 
with other members of his firm, several 
Harvard building renovations including 
that of the Memorial Hall Tower.
